To the extent that you consider this a denial of your FOIA request, you have a right of review by 
the Illinois Attorney General’s Public Access Counselor, who can be contacted at 500 S. Second 
St., Springfield IF 62706 or by telephone at (217)558-0486. You may also seek judicial review of 
a denial under 5 IFCS 140/11 of FOIA.
